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First Clash Occurs inthe 
Liquor Fight. 


No One to Be Permitted on 
the Floor Except Members, 
Employees. and Active Re- 
porters---Issue Is Very Much 
in Doubt. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 20.—An- 
ticipating a bitter contest over the ef- 
fort to repeal the prohibition legisla- 
tion, the lower house of the Alabama 
legislature, after prolonged debate, to- 
day adopted a rule forbidding anybody 
the floor of the house while the body 
was in session, except members, em, 
ployees and active reporters. This 
shuts out all lobbyists, of whom there 
are said to be not a few here. 

The first clash over the liquor legis- 
lation came on a motion in the house 
to have all the liquor bills introduced 
during the session printed. This also 
provoked a spirited debate and ended 
in defeat of the resolution. Both sides 
claim a victory, and, if it was a vic- 
‘tory, it is a pyrrhic one. 

The senate adopted Senator Allen's 
resolution which condemns radical 
legislation and invites capital to invest 
in this state. 

Senator Frank S. Moody, known as 
“the father of temperance in Ala- 
bama,” introduced a bill which has for 
its object the establishing of a4 dis- 
pensary in every county in the state. 
This is the most far-reaching liquor 
bill so far introduced. 

The fight over the liquor legislation 
has been transferred from the senate 
to the house, and it. is plainly under- 
stood that the issue in that body fs in 
doubt. The senate. is said to be local 
option by a smal} but working major- 
ity. The house ig’said to be prohibition, 
but the local optionists deny this. The 
local optionistg control the temperance 
committee ofAhe house, not a prohibi-

Washington, January 20.—As he has 
done many times within the twenty- 
five years that he has been in public 
life, Senator Isidore Rayner, of Mary- 
land, today in the senate advocated 
the adoption of the resolution looking 
to the election of United States sen- 
ators by direct vote of the pedple. 

Saying that the subject had received 
so much attention as to render full 
discussion unnecessary, Mr. Rayner 
said that he would vote for the resolu- 
tion in obedience to the demand of the 
peopl, evn if he were not favorable 
to the proposition himself. Still, he 
declared himself to be “earnestly and 
sincerely for the amendment,’ and 
would advocate it with all his strength 
before the people of his state. 

“While,” he said, in another connec- 
tion, “I am opposed to amending the 
eonstitution except when the public 
sentiment of the country demands it, 
and while I am not led away in the 
slightest degree by popular passion or 
clamor, this great reform, in my opin- 
ion, must no longer be thwarted or im- 
peded. Reading every utterance of the 
convention that framed the constitu- 
tion so far as the same has been re- 
corded, I never can acquiesce in the 
doctrine that a senator represents his 
state in a political capacity in any 
greater degree than he does the peo- 
ple of the state that he represents.” 

Besides Senator Rayner, who was 
the chief speaker, the discussion was 
participated in by Senators Bacon, 
Sutherland and others. It grew out 
of the Maryland senator’s assault upon 
the Sutherland amendment giving con- 
gress such power to control and the 
time and manner of holding senatorial 
elections as is now possessed by it in 
the election of members of the house 
of representatives. 


Amendment Causes Concern. 


The amendment is giving the friends 
of the resolution their principal con- 
cern. It appeals to many of the re- 
publican senators, but not to the dem- 
ocrats. The apprehension is that it 
may be voted into the resolution, and

(Special.)—The anti-option bill to pro-

ROM LEAD POISON 
SCHENK SUFFERED 


According to Testimony 
of Dr. Osborne. 


Wheeling, W. Va., January 20.—The 
defense in the trial of Mrs. Laura 
Farnsworth Schenk today introduced 
testimony to show that her husband, 
John O. Schenk, whom she is charged 
with poisoning, had been ill for a long 
time before the time the state alleges 
the woman administered poison to him. 
To support this claim the lawyers for 
Mrs. Schenk put on the stand Charlies 
E. Hughes, a railroad man, and Dr. 
A. -B. Best, the Schenk family physi- 
cian. 

The afternoon session of the case 
was enlivened by several tilts between 
the attorneys. The defense sought to 
put on the stand Dr. Robert E. Sleppy, 
of Pittsburg, to impeach the testimony 
of Miss Eleanor Zoeckler, or ‘Mrs. 
Klein,” the detective 4furse, who testi- 
fied for the state that’™she had been 
offered $1,000 by Mrs. Schenk to admin- 
ister poison to her husband. 

Schenk I11 On European Trip. 

Attorney Boyce said he wished to 
show by this witness that the detective 
nurse was addicted to the use of mor- 
phine. The state objected, and was 
sustained, the court holding that this 
was not proper contradictory evidence. 
When the defense failed in this at- 
tempt they put on the stand Charles 
B. Hughes, a railroad man, who testi- 
fied that long before Mr. Schenk’s trip 
to Europe he had told the witness 
that he was suffering from maseau, 
vomiting and abdomina] pains, the 
same symptoms the physicians for the 
state had testified that Schenk had 
been suffering from what they attrib- 
uted the cause due to poisoning. 

Dr. Best testified that he had treated 
Schenk for tonsilitis in September, 
1909, and had also attended him on 
other occasions. The doctor in answer 
to the hypothetical question for the 
state was of the opinion regarding 
the sypmtoms described tnat they were 
those of lead and arsenic poisoning. 

During the whole morning and part 
of the afternoon Dr. J. J. Osborne, the 
first witness for the defense, was nu- 
der the fire of cross-examination.

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HUGE GIRDER IN PLACE IN NEW THEATER 
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Huge girder, which has just been put in place in the new theater which Joe Hurt is erecting on 


Exchange Place for Klaw & Erlanger.

Work on the new Klaw & Erlanger 
theater on Exchange Place, which has 
been progressing rapidly of late, took 
a decided step forward yesterday when 
a huge 15-ton girder was put in place 
at the top of the stage opening. This 
girder, which will support the pros- 
cenium arch and the 9$0-odd feet of 
wall that will extend upward from the 
top of the stage opening, is believed 
to be the largest plece of structural 
steel ever used in the city. 


, 


Owing to its extreme weight, F. B. 
Crowell, who is installing the iron 
work in the building, was obliged to 
exercise extraordinary care in getting 
it in place. Two derricks were erect- 
ed, one at either side of the stage open- 
ing, and, after the massive piece of 
steel had been slid between them and 
fastened with cables, it was finally 
hoisted to the top of the opening and 
fastened there. This girder will be 
surrounded with concrete work, this 
being one of the features that go to 


make the building entirely fireproof. 

Other parts of the building are well 
advanoed. The walls have been built 
up to the level of the balcony, and, 
now that the tron work will soon be 
in place, will undoubtedly be com- 
pleted in a short time. The cellar and 
foundations are finished and the slop- 
ing floor of the auditorium has been 
laid. Beneath this floor are two con- 
crete ducts which will be used for 
cooling the theater in summer as well 
as heating it in winter.

Nashville, Tenn., January 20.—The 
tenth ballot for United States senator 
in the general assembly today, when no 
election resulted, has put all the po- 
litical leaders assembled at Nashville 
in the air.. Benton McMillin, ex-con- 
-eressmanm and ex-governor, who re- 
celved 62 votes yesterday, could only 
muster 56 today. B. A. Enloe, ex-con- 
greseman and present cahirman of the 
state railroad commission, received the 
game vote as he did yesterday, 63, 
while K. D. McKellar, of Memphis, 
who has never announced his candi- 
ddey, received 8 votes. The insurgent 
republicans—Houk, Davis and Brown 
—again voted for Woolridge, a lawyer 
of Campbell county. 

The result of this ballot has led the 
wisest political leaders on both sides to 
reach the conclusion that neither Mo- 
Millin nor Enloe can be elected, des- 
pite the desperate efforts which the 
partisans of both men areé making. 

That men who have not heretofore 
been in the field will be voted for 
next Monday seems beyond doubt. The 
best informed politicians on both sides 
look for new men to come into the 
struggle. The side of the regulars, it 
is expeeted, that Luke EB. Wright or 
Nat Baxter, Jr., speaker of the senate, 
will put forward. . 

The fusionist forces are inclined to 
Luke Lea, but even in their ranks 
there is reported some dissension. Lea 
can undoubtedly secure the votes of 
several regulars, but his danger, if 
reports are to be believed, comes from 
rebellious members in the fusion ranks. 
It is openly asserted, without the proof 
being adduced, that several independ- 
ent dmocrats will not vote for him. 
This assertion is not believed to be 
well founded. 

There is grave danger, because of 
the many cross currents, that a repub- 
lican will be elected. This danger is 
giving the more thoughtful democrat- 
ic leaders concern, and it is possible 
some compromise will be reached be- 
fore balloting is resumed on Monday 
next, by which a democrat not partic- 
ularly obnoxious to either faction will 
be chosen.

GAMBLING THAT HITS THE FARMER. 


The near-panic of the wholesale provision dealers in Chicago, 
New York and elsewhere, who now fear that falling food prices will 
prevent them from-unloading the quantities of cold storage products 
they have held for a profit, moves The New York Times to declare 
that the penalty for gambling with nature is not changed, and that 
the old lady still has the peculiarity of using “loaded dice.” 

Incidentally, the revelations may well supply food for investi- 
gation’ on part of the government. If cold storage facilities are to 
be perverted on a mammoth scale to create fictitious corners, and 
to squeeze a helpless public, including the farmer, the quicker pro- 
tective, laws are enacted the better for that long-suffering factor, 
the “ultimate consumer,” as well as the producer. 

There can be no question that the systematic withdrawals of 
these large supplies of butter, eggs and other supplies from current 
use contributed directly to the high cost of living. 

And it was no moral compunction or force of law that now 
threatens to make these enterprisirig middlemen disgorge. It sim- 
ply happens that the land has yielded unexpected bounty, and that 
the fixed charges of carrying the big cold storage load of kept-over 
products will eat up the difference in cost between present prices and 
prices prevailing when the cold storage products were salted 
down.” : 

In other words, Providence has come to the rescue of. the con- 
sumer, and from all current indications the wholesale provision peo- 
ple stand to pay a pretty penny for their attempted rapacity. 

The whole matter brings up again the recurring discussion of 
what we shall do with the middleman. . 

Obviously, he is a necessity, at least a partial necessity, so long 
as. we operate our economic system as at present. 

But itis also in evidence that he is getting more, or, at any rate, 
is in a position to get more, than his share. Even a casual study 
of the price paid the farmer and the price charged the consumer 
shows a tremendous leak somewhere. 

Making due allowance for legitimate charges of transportation, 
cold storage and marketing, it is tolerably apparent that the con- 
sumer and the producer have too little to say in the matter of price- 
fixing.

WHERE THE MONEY COULD BETTER GO. 


The Constitution has often commented on the tremendous im- 
pulse to prosperity and development that would follow the diversion 
cf one-tenth of the sum we spend on militarism to good roads. 

We have not been moved to such arguments by a niggardly pol- 
‘cv toward the navy, or lack of realization of the wisdom of that pre- 
paredness which is assumed to be one of the best insurers of peace. 

Neither have we lost sight of the tremendous physical bulk of 
the United States, and the related fact that its deterrent influence 
upon-any nation afflicted with the lust for conquest is worth more 
than a gigantic army and navy as a means for protection against 


| the foes from without. 


The Florida Times-Union puts that phase of the matter succinct- 


ly as follows: 

We have often said that no European army could march far into the in- 
terior of our country because it would be annihilated without the necessity of 
defeating it in a pitched battle. If a German army takes Paris the conquest 
is completed; !f an army take London, England would ask for peace as she 
accepted the Norman after Hastings, but when an English army took Wash- 
ington it did not take time to cheer before starting back ‘to its ships. If there 
be disadvantage in having many capitals we are not without compensation—to 
us the taking of Washington would mean no more than the taking of Baldwin 


or Sopchoppy. 

If we are ourselves informed regarding this great asset of na- 
tional safety the foreign nations that might, by any inconceivable 
contingency, menace this nation are equally well-informed in the 
same respect. 

It mav be replied that while such a condition is true, there would 
not be lacking world-powers willing to raze a few of our coast cities 
for the temporary ransom. 

No nation these days, however reckless or blood-thirsty, directs 
its foreign policy on impulse. And every nation in civilization knows 
that the taking of a few coast cities would be merely the beginning 
of-a war, actual and commercial, that would infinitely outweigh the 
small and passing advantage. 

In other words, we are spending too much on armies and navies 
end fortifications. 

A fraction lopped from this direction, and another fraction from 
the pork barrel, would gridiron America with good roads.

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WORKING ON INSUFFICIENT FUEL. 


Paul Morton, president of the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
formery secretary of the navy, and at one time in the forefront of 
the railroad world, has laid down his life work at a time when most 
men are reaching still higher toward the attainment of their ideal of 
success. 

The cause of his death, in its last analvsis, was one which, while 
not uncommon with natures of highlv-developed mentality, is little 
met with in ordinary experience—under-eating and overwork. 

A man who has neither drank nor smoked, who lives an orderly 
and well-directed life, without bad habits of any sort, dies suddenly 
at the age of 53, at an age when many men can throw the hammer 
farther than when they were college youths. 

There must, therefore, be something unusual in the conditions 
which brought about such a death. 

Mr. Morton was a man of extraordinary mental energy, a man 


Put he forgot the mechanical part of himself, overlooked the 
fact that mental as well as physical steam, requires a well-calculated 
and well-balanced supply of fuel. 

“For breakfast he would eat sometimes a grapefruit, nothing 
more. For luncheon he would sometimes eat a sliced orange and 
nibble at sweets.” | 

Such is the testimony of his brother, who was familiar with his 


personal habits. 


There are several kinds of intemperance: one of them might well 
be called an intemperate abstinence, another intemperate use, or 
abuse, of energy, whether mental or physical. 

The zealot for work, however. temperate he may be in personal 
habits, may violate nature’s requirements equally with him who 
burns his dife out with drink or smothers it in gluttony. 

Overwork may be the more commendable method of reaching a 
speedy end of existence, but the penalty of persistently violated na- 
ture is one and the same. 

Too much fuel consumes quickly ; high pressure with insufficient 


tuel equally destroys the delicate human mechanism, and the result 
{ 


in the end is-the same—an early death. 

Temperate in the extreme in many things, a man of strength and 
idree and power, a man who having achieved much, still had much 
hefore him, Paul Morton, nevertheless, lived a badly-balanced life, 
and nature exacted the penalty.

Port-au-Prince; Haitt, January 20.—/ 


War with Santo Domingo* appears in- 
evitable. Dominican troops have oc- 
cupled Grand Cosier, on the Halitien 
southern frontier, and are marching 
on Saltrou, Haittl. 

The government has decided to op- 
pose this invasion of its territory and 
is hurrying preparations for sending 
large forces of infantry and artillery 
to the menaced points. 

The German minister is making an 
effort toward conciliation, but with 
little prospect of success.

I am sure that no member of council, 
rightly informed, can find grounds 
upon which to criticize my conduct.

I sincerely 
regret that my motive has been mis- 
construed.”’

BATTLE IS OVER; 
TEACHERS. LOSE 


President Toepel Says the 
Fight Is Ended for 
the Time. 


The teachers will take no further 
steps this year to secure a raise of sal- 
aries. 

It is all off. The general council 
has acted finally. The Teachers’ Agsso- 
ciation has accepted the inevitable and 
nothing more will be heard of the fight 
for higher galaries until next Janu- 
ary’s apportionment sheet is made 

The association will not employ an 
expert to investigate the question of 
city taxation and there will be no com- 
mittees appointed to hold conferences 
with the Federation of Trades. 

The battle is over, and since the gen- 
eral council has come out victorious, 
the vanquished teachers will withdraw 
from the fleld, leaving a record of a 
good though fruitless fight. 

Dr. Theodore Toepel, the president of 
the Teachers’ Association, called at 
The Constitution office Friday after- 
noon and made the following state- 
ment: 

“We have declared the fight off. We 
did what we thought was just and 
right and for the interest of the school 
System as well as for the betterment 
of the teachers themselves. We be- 
lieved we had a right to do what we 
did. We asked for fair salaries and the 
council, in its wisdom, has declared 
that, although our request might be 
just, there is absolutely no money 
with which to grant it. Our association 
will not employ an expert to investi- 
gate the tax books. We think that we 
have already given the city officials 
suggestions along that line, which may 
be acted upon and by which more 
money can be raised next year. It is 
now no longer necessary to appoint 
a committee to confer with the Federa- 
tion of Trades and that will not be 
done. The teachers will make no fur- 
ther fight this year and will acquiesce 
in what council has done. Later, per- 
haps next year, if council finds the 
money, I believe there will be made a 
sufficient appropriation with which to 
give the teachers the raise they ask 
for. Until then, we wil! turn our whole 
attention to our duties.”

' The Georgia shad are considered 
particularly delicate, the market man 
says, announces, too, that they 
will soon be plentiful. They come 
from the Ogeechee and Aitamaha riv- 
ers, and they sel! for $1.50 apiece. The 
devilled crabs will cost 10 cents each. 
Mullet roe will sell for 25 cents a 
pound. 

Game is getting scarce, and quail, 
therefore, has gone up 5 cents, selling 
now for 35 cents.

BAD SLUMP IN WHEAT 
LATE IN THE SESSION 


Announcement That Half of 
Minneapolis Flour Mills 
Will Shut Down. 


Chicago, January 20.—Wheat had @ 
bad slump late in the session today. 
The cause was selling by important in- 
terests, and was simultaneous with 
announcement that by tonight 50 per 
cent of the flour mills at Minneapolis 
would be shut down, owing to poor 
trade. Closing prices were %*@% to 
%c net lower. Corn, compared with 
last night, finished a shade off to % 
up, oats unchanged to @ sixteenth 
down, and hog products at 10 to 27%@ 
80c decline. 

There was more than. the 
amount of activity in wheat. The 
tendency was toward strength early 
in the dey, but when the break came 
offerings seemed to pour in from every 
direction. Advices from Minneapolis, 
where the market had been relatively 
weak all day, told of mills having 
ceased to grind, and of others to take 
similar action before tomorrow. Dull- 
ness of demand everywhere was the 
reason assigned. The early strength 
here seemed mainly the result of an 
advance at Liverpool, due to buying on 
the part of a large house there. How- 
ever, world shipments promised to be 
heavy, indicating that the new crop 
movement from Australia and the Ar- 
gentine was on in earnest. Although 
the call fos cash wheat here had 
dwindled to nothing, the future mar- 
ket, nevertheless, showed no sign of 
collapse until the last half hour. Some 
reaction took place later, but the fina! 
tone was weak, and near the bottom

PROVIDENT Litt 


Small Company Swal- 
lows Up Larger. 


Provident Savings Life Assur- 
ance Society, Which Has 
Merged With the Postal Life, 
Has $3,000,000 Insurance in 
Force in Georgia. 


The Providént Savings Life Assur- 
ance Society, of New York, which has 
been doing business in Georgia for the 
past twenty-five years, and now has 
something over $3,000,000 insurance in 
force within the state, has been ab- 
sorbed by the Postal Life Insurance 
Company, of New York, a smaller com- 
pany, not so well known in the south. 

There had been rumors in insurance 
circles for some time that this con- 
solidation would be effected. but the 
definite announcement was only made 
yesterday, when the state insurance 
department had given its approval to 
the reinsurance. 

Provident Will Withdraw. 

A statement issued by Superintend- 
ent Hotchkiss, of the New York state 
insurance department, says that the 
Provident will withdraw from all 
states In which It now does businéss, 
and will ultimateity pe dissolved. 

The Provident in Georgia has its of- 
fices In the Empire Life bullding in 
this city, with J. R. Nutting & Co. as 
its state managers. Mr. Nutting has 
been the agent for the past sixteen 
years. 

Mr. Nutting stated that he had been 
wired briefly of the merger having 
taken place; but had received no de- 
tails. He was, therefore, in no posi- 
tion, he said, to give an idea of what 
effect the absorption would have on 
the status of the company in Georgie 

The consolidation of the two com- 
panies will be for the mutual good of 
each, it is said, and will place at the 
command of the Postal about $11,000,- 
000 in assets. 

In his statement issued at 
Superintendent Hotchkiss says: 

“This reinsurance or merger is 
somewhat unusual, in that the retired 
insurance company is considerably 
larger and better known than the com- 
pany which assumes its policy obliga- 
tions. 

Will Protect All Interests. 

“As an extreme precaution, the de- 
partment has insisted that the con- 
trolling stockholders and directors of 
the Postal execute to that company @n 
agreement whereby they become oblt- 
gated to respond at any time to the 
extent of their fortunes to a depart- 
mental demand to keep the combined 
company both solvent and unimpaired, 
as it now Is. 

“The Provident will withdraw from 
all states in which it now does busi- 
ness. President Malone will remain in 
executive charge. President Rittén- 
house will retire. and the Provident 
will ultimately be dissolved.”

Washington, January 20.—Brigham 
Young was characterized as a 
“treacherous rebel” last night by Mrs. 
H. O. Owen, speaking to the Twen- 
tieth Century’ Club of All 
Church, Unitarian, of this city, cof 
which President Taft is a member. 

Mrs. Owen vigorously protested 
against the decorations of the silver 
service to be presented to the battle- 
ship Utah by the people of that state. 

She declared that one ptece bore the 
features of Brigham Young as the 
dominant figure. She said that she 
hoped to have a measure introduced 
into the house of representatives de- 
signed to prevent the acceptance of 
the service by the ship until this is 
altered. 

Mrs. Owen sald that she took her 
stand on the ground that Brigham 


Young was a “rebel.” 
She did not touch on the subject of 


polygamy. 


JAPAN WANTS PEACE 
WITH WORLD POWERS 

Bishop Harris Calls on the 
President---He Decries 


War Talk. 


Washington, January 20.—"“Japan 
wants peace. There is not the least 
desire in the hearts of any of the 
Japanese people to have war with the 
United States, toward which they feel 
most friendly, and to which they look 
as a model of justice and right.” 

This was the statement made by 
Bishop M. C. Harris, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in Japan and Korea, 
who called on President Taft today. 
Japan, he said, has. the same desires 
and ambitions as this country, the de- 
sire to grow, but to grow by peace- 
able means, and in the direction of the 
higher civiliation, 

Bishop Harris, who has lived for 
nearly forty years in Japan and Korea, 
“nooh-poohed” the war talk of certain 
people in this country. He deelared 
that Japan, like the United States, 
would fight only if forced to do so, but 
then would fight to the last ditch. 

He said he knew well the hearts of 
the Japanese people, and that it 
grieves them to know that a few peo- 
ple are trying to make bad blood be- 
tween the two countries. They look 
upon America, he said, -as their best
